Wallace Announces Plans 
For Safety Program 


The Alabama Highway 
Department, at the di- 
rection of Governor George 
C, Wallace, is working ona 
comprehensive safety pro- 
gram which is expected to 
produce dramatic reduc- 
tions in highway accidents. 

Traffic engineers at all 
levels--state, division, and 
county~~are taking a mile- 
by-mile inventory of high- 
accident locations on all 
federal-aid highways in 
Alabama. The actual count 
of hazardous intersections, 
winding roads, and narrow 
bridges will be used to 
schedule corrections on a 
priority basis. 

To date highway en- 
gineers have pinpointed on 
county maps the location of 

every traffic accident on 
the rural state highway 
system in 1964, as reported 
by the State Department of 


Public Safety. This part of’ance, vehicle safety, high- 


the accident study covers 
10,000 miles of roads. 

The inventory of known 
and potential danger spots 
on all federal-aid highways 
will be completed by July 
or August 1966. 

Alabama’s attack on 
traffic accidents isa direct 
result of Governor Wal- 
lace’s efforts to work in 
conjunction with the na- 
tional safety program ‘‘de- 
signed to reduce traffic 
accidents and deaths, in-

Home Sweet Home, that 
Supposed pillar of sanctu- 
ary, is the site of more in- 
juries each year than our 
nation’s highways. On the 
average, about 26,000 A- 
mericans are accidentally 
killed in their homes each 
year; and four million are 
injured, 

Most of these injuries 
and deaths ‘occur through 
falls-particularly among, 
older people. Of the 11,800 
persons who died from falls 
in their homes in 196l, 
10,000 were age 64 and 
over, 

For the most part, these 
falls among older people 
occur at floor level-not 
from high places such as a 
ladder or roof; and, in 
general, they are easily 
preventable. When you can 
answer yes to the follow- 
ing questions, then you have 
set the pattern for safety 
proofing your home against 
accidents of the aging. 

Do you have scatter- 
rugs-those bright and 
cheerful magic carpets of 
death-fastened securely or 
provided with non-skid 
backing?

Do you have for yourself 
or for visiting old people a 
comfortable, safe, stable 
chair with sturdy arms that 
can support the weight of a 
person pushing himself to 
his feet?

Late Poll Tax 


Coffee County Tax Col- 
lector, James Saw yer, 
stated in the office of this 
newspaper that he is still 
accepting poll tax from 
people who have registered 
to vote since August 10, 
1965. This action is in ac- 
cordance with the Voter 
Registration Act of 1965 
which states in part that 
“no person who was first 
listed or registered on or 
after August 10, 1965 may be 
denied the right to vote in 
thé May primary for failure 
to pay a poll tax if he paid 
$1.05 to the Tax Collector 
or federal examiner on or 
before March 18, 1966. 

The above statement is 
in conflict with the state 
laws which read that the 
poll tax must be paid be- 
tween October Ist and Feb- 
ruary lst, but Sawyer said 
that if anyone offered to pay 
the $1.05 he would accept it 
and issue a receipt with 
the amount and the date the 
party registered noted onit 
and submit this list to the 
probate judge at the end of 
this time. 

The poll tax in the state 
of Alabama goes to schools 
and any extra money 
collected can be well spent 
to raise the overall educa- 
tion level in Alabama, 

The Justice Department 
has stated that if the tax 
collector does not accept 
this money it could be used 
as an excuse to send fed- 
eral examiners to Coffee 
County.
